The process of applying to the 
military academies begins in high 
school, in the Spring of the junior 
year or the Fall of the senior year. At 
that time, students may contact my 
congressional office, expressing in- 
terest in The United States Military 
Academy at West Point, The United 
States Naval Academy at Annapolis, 
the Air Force Academy at Colorado 
Springs, or the Merchant Marine 
Academy at Kings Point, N.Y. 

Often, many young people 
have not made a final choice among 
academies, so they apply simulta- 
neously to all four. (The Coast Guard 
Academy does not fall under these 
guidelines, so candidates apply di- 
rectly to that academy.) 

Because of academy rules, | 
must give priority to residents of the 
Second Congressional District of Ala- 


be filled out and returned to each 
desired academy. 

From then until my deadline 
of November second, the young per- 
son must submitall required informa- 
tion, i.e. grades, letters of recommen- 
dation, etc. Simultaneously, they must 
also send each academy its own re- 
quired application materials. 

In November, after my files 
are closed, I review the applications 
and select the candidates I will nomi- 
nate, I consider grades, school activi- 
ties, and ACT & SAT scores in mak- 
ing my selections. I then submit a 
slate of ten nominees per vacancy at 
each academy. 

It is important to note that the 
nomination is only the first step to- 
wards entrance to an academy. Once 
a candidate is nominated, his or her 
name is then submitted to an acad- 
emy for consideration for an appoint- 
ment. 

Only afteracandidate receives 
anappointment froman academy does 
he or she become part of the entering 
class.

Making Healthy Choices at 
the Deli Counter 

People's lives can be so hectic 
that the only way to put dinner on 
the table some days is to stop by the 
supermarket’s deli counter. Super- 
market delis are offering a wider 
choice of foods these days. Sand- 
wich meats, cheeses and salads are 
being joined by entrees, side dishes 
and even desserts, 

The challenge is making health 
choices for you family at the deli 
counter. The new “Nutrition Facts” 
labels are not required on deli food 
items, making it more difficult to 
choose foods low in fat and choleste- 
rol. 

One guide to selected healthy pre- 
pared food is to consider how you 
would prepare them at home. For ex- 
ample, mayonnaise is a key ingredi- 
ent to potato salad, macaroni salad 
and cole slaw. At home you might 
make substitutions to lower the fat 
content. Deli versions probably con- 
lain regular mayonnaise. 

Salads prepared with vinaigrette 
dressings may have hidden fats, Vi- 
naigrette may be high in fat and satu- 
rated fats depending on the oil used 
in the dressing and the amount of oil 
used,

Choose roasted or baked chicken 
and fish over fried meats, Low-fat 
cheeses are common now at most 
deli counters as well, In terms of fat 
and calories, they are a better choice 
than regular cheeses. 

If you buy bread at the deli or 
bakery counters, choose low-fat 
types such as plain dinner rolls or 
yeast rolls. Avoid high-fat bread 
such as croissants. 

People often don’t include vege- 
tables or fruits when they purchase a 
meal at the deli counter. Instead of 
selecting fried vegetables, go to the 
produce section of the market. Most 
markets sell a variety of packaged 


fresh salads ready to be tossed with a: 


light dressing. You may also find 
vegetables packaged for steaming or 
stir-frying. 

For dessert, choose fresh fruits. 
Combine fresh chunks of peaches, 
grapes, apples and melons for a cool 
and low-fat after-dinner treat. 


Storing Food in the 
Refrigerator 

Chilling food is a universal and 
effective way to extend food’s stor- 
age life. On the other hand, a refrig- 
erator can't thwart enzymes, bacteria, 
yeasts and molds indefinitely. Here 
are some tips for storing food in the 
refrigerator, . 

Store fruits in the refrigerator in 
plastic bags. When the water in 
fruits evaporates into dry air, vita- 
mins C and A go with it. Foods like 
fresh celery or asparagus, which 
need humidity to stay crisp, keep 
longer when refrigerated in plastic 
bags. 

Eggs, milk, butter and many other 
foods absorb any odors at large and 
should be kept in closed containers 
for protection. 

Raw meat, fish and poultry 
should be put in plastic bags so raw 
juices, loaded with bacteria, don’t 
leak on other foods.

Tigers let opener slip away 21-20

The Elba Tigers were left literally 
kicking themselves last Friday night 
in Troy after a series of mistakes in 
the kicking game played a major role 
in the Tigers’ 21-20 season opening 
loss to the Charles Henderson Tro- 
jans. 

Charles Henderson received the 
opening kickoff and wasted little 
time getting the ball into the hands 
of speedster Cencade Pennington, as 
Pennington carried the football on 
three of the Trojans first four plays. 
The senior tailback gained 73 yards 
on the three carries and scored the 
game’s first touchdown on a 62-yard 
scamper down the sidelines. 

Anthony Henderson booted the 
extra-point, and with 10:45 still left 
in the opening stanza, Charles Hen- 
derson was on top 7-0. 

Elba took the ensuing kickoff and 
began a march of its own as the Ti- 
gers drove 35 yards in three plays to 
reach a first down at the Trojan 35- 
yardline. 

Chris Tyson gained 33 yards on 
two carries to lead the Elba ground 
attack; however, the drive bogged 
down at the Henderson 27-yardline 
and on fourth down Che Vaughan 
punted, nailing the Trojans back at 
their 4-yardline.

COUNCIL APPROVES EXTENSION OF CURFEW ORDINANCE

Elba City Council members again 
delayed approval of City Attomey 
Mark Vaughan’s bills, totaling 
$19,3341.50 but did approve regular 
monthly bills of $25,865.21. 

These bills included a $3,500 
charge for some remodeling at the 
police department. 

Council member Brad Wilson 
voted against paying the bills. After 
the meeting he explained ex- 
penditures were too high and pur- 
chases were still being made which 
are above the $500 limits and with- 
out prior approval of the city coun- 
cil. He added that the city is still 
spending money that it doesn’t have. 

A lengthy discussion about just 
who would pay the legal fees on the 
wrongful firing lawsuits left the 
council members in apparent confu- - 
sion over the matter and Vaughan’s 
bills were ultimately tabled. 

During the discussion, council

1994-95 budget of

The Elba City Council members 
were presented with a proposed an- 
nual budget Monday night by City 
Clerk/Operations Officer Henry 
Clark. 

The 1994-95 budget numbers are 
based on a total income of 
$1,994,780.00. There is no in- 
dication in the budget proposed 
Monday night that another tax in- 
crease is being considered. 

However there is no line item fig- 
ure for paying the settlements of the 
wrongful firing lawsuits or repaying 
funds borrowed from the local banks 
during the past year. 

This income includes $631,000 in 
sale and use tax, $260,000 in gar- 
bage fees, $180,000 in sewer fees 
and a $360,000 transfer from the 
Water and Electric Board. 

The column for “cash on hand” at 
the beginning of the year reads 
$0.00. 

Administrative cost proposed to 
be cut include landfill fees, which 


member Bill Brunson asked, “Are 
we in a position to pay these bills, 
even if they are approved?” 

Both Mayor Ricky Haywood and 
City Clerk/Operations Officer Henry 
Clark responded “NO.” 

Action to approve or disapprove 
the bills for payment was tabled 
even though both Haywood and 
council member John W. Sharpless 
voling against the postponement. 

Brunson agreed to make a motion 
recommended by Haywood, but then 
voted against it when the mayor ex- 
plained he was recommending an an 
absolute action to pay only $1500 a 
month for a city attomey, That mo- 
tion then died on a tic vote with Hay- 
wood, council members Brad Wil- 
son and Earl McCollough voting yes 
and Brunson, Yelverton and Sharp- 
less voting no. 

Brunson then made a motion to 
authorize the mayor to approach the 
city attorney (Vaughan) with a pro- 
posed revised retainer schedule. This 
plan would increase the monthly re-

have dropped from $54,000 a year to 
an estimated $32,000 since Coffee 
County moved to the new landfill. 

Retirement payments will drop 
$4,000; and travel and salaries will 
also drop. ; 

The fire department expense is at 
best a guess, because their expense 
is based largely on the number of ac- 
tual fires. During this year they have 
dropped way down, but are expected 
to increase to about $80,000 next 
year. 
The police department spending 
is Cut a little in some areas but over- 
all is projected to increase ex- 
penditures by three thousand dollars 
in the coming year, 

The street department will in- 
crease by four thousand to $258,000 
and the recreation department will 
drop by ten thousand to $118,000 in 
annual expenditures, 

There is nothing in the budget for 
capital expenditures (trucks, cars, 
etc.) nor engineering cost. Debt re- 
tirement will increase by three thou- 
sand due to a payment schedule on a 
1992 bond issue.

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tainer from $50 per month to $1500 
and would include all services ex- 
cept actual court time. 

Haywood is to report back to the 
council on Vaughan’s — reaction. 
Sharpless voted no, but all others ap 
proved the action. 

A mix-up in sending out two dif- 
ferent sects of bids for new police 
cars resulted in all bids being re- 
jected and a new set of specifications 
being issued, 

Wilson asked how this could have 
happened and was told two bidders 
received faxed bids before the 
change was made. Only those get- 
ting mailed bids got the updated bid 
sheet. 

The council approved extending 
the curfew ordinance. Assistant Po- 
lice Chief Maxwell Hooks reported 
it was working well for the de- 
partment, council members said they 
have had no complaints about it’s 
misuse, etc. 

The ordinance was put in for a six 
month period, to expire on Sep- 
tember 30th. The council will now 
pass the ordinance as a permanent

ordinance at the next regular meet- 
ing. 

Charlie Marler complained about 
specders on Plant Avenue. He re- 
quested some speed limit signs and 
additional police patrols. 

A new three year lease was ap- 
proved on the Army Reserve Center 
The city will continue to receive 
$48,900 per year. Clark told council 
members this was still a profitable 
venture for the City of Elba. 

Clark also asked for permission tc 
get local and state fire marshalls tc 
inspect the old school buildings for ¢ 
safety factor, 

He explained that FEMA had re 
fused any flood damage payment 
on the buildings and classified ther 
as a fire and health hazard. 

Haywood abstained but the five 
council members approved Clark’s 
request. 

The council tabled any action on 
a resolution approving a cost of liv- 
ing raise for retired city employees. 
Clark was instructed to present the 
council with the actual cost to the 
city if this action is approved.

Monday night’s meeting of the 
New Brockton Town Council took 
just under two hours as council

agenda. 

Recent council meetings have be- 
come rather crowded with interested 
parties and Monday’s méeting was 
no exception. More than 50 town 
residents were at the meeting. 

After approving payment of bills 
due totalling $6,080.13, the council

began moving through the meeting 
agenda. 

The council gave its final approv- 
al to the renaming of two of the 
town’s streets. Signs can now be 
mounted on Martin Luther King, Jr, 
Drive and Vester Cole Street. 

One of the hold ups on the name 
change had been to obtain approval 
from all residents living on the af- 
fected streets, That has now been 
completed. The only hang up now is 
in getting a name plate long enough 
to get Dr, King’s name on, 

Alma Hornsby, on behalf of other

residents, expressed appreciation to 
the council in honoring Dr. King in 
this manner, Mayor Kathryn Holley 
presented Homsby with a plaque 
with the ordinance inscribed on it 
which made the name change offi- 
cial, 

Turning to other business - not 
quite as pleasant - city leaders heard 
complaints concerning the police 
department and streets, 

Alma Hornsby questioned why 
her grandson was asked by a police 
officer to leave the Big/Little Store. 

According to Hornsby, the young- 
Ster was - with the store manager's 


~ approval - sitting at one of the 


booths doing his homework when he 
was asked to leave. 

“My concern is this,” said Horns- 
by, “he was siting there trying to do 
his homework and get an education. 
You've got kids out there in the 
sueets being hoodlums...he wasn’t 
doing anything but his homework.” 

Hornsby stated that the officer 
handled this particular situation in a 
very unprofessional manner, 

“This is what gives our policemen 
a bad name,” Hornsby said, 

The council expressed its concern 
over Mrs, Hornsby’s complaint and 
assured her that the matter would be 
looked into by the police chief and 
police commissioner, 

Chief Charles Driggers and Coun- 
cilman Charles Cole stated that if 
upon their investigation, circum- 
stances proved to be as Hornsby had 
indicated, the police officer in ques- 
tion would be properly counseled. 

Penney Wright appeared before 
the council to clarify a matter con- 
ceming recent problems with the po- 
lice department, 

She made two things clear, One, 
that she was not called by Chief 


State Association of County Com- 
missioners held at Gulf Shores, AL. 

According to Faulk, another topic 
of discussion at the Association’s an- 
nual meeting should be of interest to 
the commission as well as to county 
residents, That was the abolishment 
of the supernumerary retirement pro- 
gram for future elected county offi- 
cials, 

The Constitutional Amendment, 
number five (5), which would do 
this will be voted on in the Novem- 
ber 8th General Election. 

If the amendment passes, it will 
block those county officials taking 
office after November from taking 
part in the supernumerary program, 

In the alternative, all county elect- 
ed officials - including county com- 
missioners - would be authorized to 
participate in the State Employees 
Retirement System under the same 
rules and requirements of state em- 


Driggers and told that the ABI (Ala- 
bama Bureau of Investigation) inves- 
tigator was in town on the Laird case 
and to come to the police station. 

“Tts true,” said Wright, “I did go 
to the station, the investigator was 
there, but I was there to see the chief 
on another unrelated matter. I was 
not called by anyone!” 

The other point she wanted made 
clear was that the complaint lodged 
against Officer Harry Laird by her 
daughter, Nancy Carley, had noth- 
ing to do with the “fussing and fight- 
ing among the police. We have noth- 
ing to do with your police 
department. It happened (the alleged 
entering of Carnley’s residence by 
Laird) and we did not appreciate it!” 

During the council’s conversation 
with Wright, Laird’s being on “leave 
with pay” during the investigation 
into the Carnley incident was ques- 
tioned, 

Councilman Robert Miles com- 
mented that Laird was presumed in- 
nocent until found guilty and that the 
town was following proper proce- 
dure in placing him on leave with 

ay. 

B eannelimnan Clinton Marler stated 
that if Laird was found guilty, he 
would be dismissed. If he’s found in- 
nocent, we wont be sued for back 

ay, 
P Wie Holley told council mem- 
bers and those present that the ABI’s 
investigation into the Laird-Carnley 
incident should be completed within 
the next two weeks. According to 
Holley, their finding will be turned 
over to the District Attorney’s office, 

Turning to street problems, the 
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ployees. 

Any elected official would have 
to remain in office at least 10 years 
in order to qualify or become vested 
in the retirement system. 

Faulk urged his fellow commis- 
sioners to look seriously at this 
amendment and to consider support- 
ing its passage. 

Presently, all funding for the su- 
pernumerary retirement system 
comes out of county revenues. Now, 
Coffee County’s only expense for 
supemumerary retirees is $8,400.00, 
but that figure could rise sharply if it 
is not discontinued. Neighboring 
Covington County is already paying 
out $129,159.24 annually. 

Those who are presently receiv- 
ing the benefit and those who al- 
ready qualify (Ex-sheriff Brice Paul 
and Revenue Commissioner Ronnie 
Burns) will not be affected. 

Turning to other business, Com- 
missioner Wendell Black asked that 
the commission begin considering 
the possibility of the county provid- 
ing garbage pick-up service for 
county residents. 

He noted that Environmental 
Waste’s service is not getting any 
better after numerous attempts by 
county officials to get them to im- 
prove upon it, 

“This is something we need to get 
ironed out with Environmental 
Waste or. either get Environmental 
Waste out - one way or the other!” 
said Black, “I’m dissatisfied with 
them,” 

Bids were accepted for purchase 
of a mulcher to be used by the high- 
way department and the construction 
one bridge culvert on County Road 

Finn Corporation out of Fairfield, 
Ohio was low bidder on the mulcher 
with a bid of $14,595.00. A two 
week delivery time was included in 


their bid. 

Receiving the contract, subject to 
approval by the state highway de- 
partment, on the construction of the 


bridge culvert was the lone bidder - . 


Clark Construction Company of 
Dozier, AL. Their bid was 
$112,334.15. 

County Engineer Mark Pool com- 
mented that Clark’s bid was about 
$20,000.00 below the estimated cost 
of repairing the culvert. 

Upon a recommendation by Com- 
mission Clerk Wilson Mobley, the 
commission approved designating 
The Peoples Bank of Elba and New 
Brockton as the depository for 
county funds during the up-coming 
year. 

The bank quoted payment of in- 
terest of 5.27 percent on funds de- 
posited (no minimum balance) and 
an interest rate of 6.46 percent on 
loans to the county. 

In making his report to the com- 
mission, County Engineer Pool 
asked for and received the commis- 
sioners’ approval to replace a 19 
foot-span-bridge on Co. Rd. 209 
with a 34 foot span. 

This bridge was washed out dur- 
ing the March ‘90 flood and again in 
the recent flooding (July ‘94), Pool 
noted that federal funds are not 
available for replacement of bridges 
having a span of less than 20 feet. 

FEMA (Federal Emergency Man- 
agement Agency) approved $11,000 
toward the replacement of the 
bridge. Pool estimated the cost of 
contracting the installation of a 34 
foot span at $18,000. County crews 
will prepare the bridge approaches 
and embuttments.
